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GEORGE  MOORE  A  RAVE  ON  ENGLISH  TURF: 

But  Australia  has  done  it  before 


George  Moore,  Scobie  Breasley  and 
other  Australian  jockeys  have  set  the 
English  turf  on  fire,  but  their  triumphs 
are  not  the  first  by  any  means. 

An  Australian  apprentice,  Frank 
Wootton,  won  the  English  adult  Jockey 
Premiership  four  times  in  succession 
from  1909  to  1912,  and  rode  882 
winners  on  English  courses. 

Australian  racehorses,  owners, 
trainers,  jockeys,  and  even  a  book¬ 
maker,  have  made  a  deep  impression 
in  the  past. 

Frank  Wootton  and  his  brother, 
Stanley,  were  taken  to  South  Africa 
by  their  father,  trainer  Dick  Wootton, 
with  a  racehorse,  Queen  of  Sheba, 
which  had  just  won  the  1902  Metro¬ 
politan.  There  he  stayed  long  enough 
to  make  a  fortune  to  exploit  the  English 
turf. 

Queen  of  Sheba  won  a  big  race 
ridden  by  Frank  Wootton  then  12  years 
of  age,  and  with  this  unknown  jockey 
in  the  saddle  the  bookmakers  allowed 
Dick  Wootton  to  get  on  at  cricket  score 
odds.  In  England  he  established  a  for¬ 
midable  stable,  and  won  hundreds  of 
races. 

Frank  became  one  of  the  best 
jockeys  the  world  ever  saw,  but  increas¬ 
ing  weight  during  War  service  soon 
ended  his  career. 

Stanley  was  also  a  good  jockey,  and 
became  an  officer  in  the  English  army 
during  World  War  I,  later  returning  to 
become  a  leading  trainer. 

Son  Stanley  concentrated  in  England 
on  selling  races,  and  did  not  hesitate 
to  venture  $20,000  usually  at  pro¬ 
nounced  odds-on  on  his  good  things. 
So  many  came  off  that  he  became  one 
of  the  richest  trainers  in  England. 

He  purchased  famous  Epsom  Downs 
where  the  Derby  is  run,  had  innumer¬ 
able  other  financial  interests  and  is 
now  a  millionaire.  He  selected  Star 
Kingdom  for  the  Australian  stud,  who 
was  to  become  one  of  the  greatest 
winning  stallions  in  history. 

J.  E.  Brewer  was  another  Australian 
who  went  to  England  with  a  few  horses 
to  become  a  notable  trainer.  He  had 
been  one  of  Australia's  foremost  jump¬ 
ing  jockeys,  and  won  six  Grand 
Nationals. 

Jack  Brewer  conferred  a  rich  bless¬ 
ing  on  the  Australian  turf  and  breeding 
when  he  selected  a  stallion,  The  Welkin, 
and  a  brood  mare,  Teppo,  for  the  stud 
of  E.  E.  D.  Clarke  in  Victoria.  They 
produced  innumerable  winners  includ¬ 
ing  untold  classics.  Trivalve,  a  grand¬ 
son  of  The  Welkin  and  Teppo,  won  the 
1927  Melbourne  Cup  for  Mr.  Clarke. 

Still  another  Australian  horse,  Mer¬ 
man,  won  the  English  Ascot  Gold  Cup, 


and  an  $80,000  betting  coup  on  the 
Cambridgeshire  for  actress  Lily  Langtry 
who  had  purchased  him  after  a 
Williamstown  Cup  success. 

But  by  far  Australia's  greatest  equine 
representative  to  travel  to  England  was 
Carbine.  Some  time  after  his  1890 
Melbourne  Cup  success  carrying  10.5, 
Carbine  was  purchased  at  13,000  gns., 
then  the  highest  Australian  thorough¬ 
bred  price,  by  the  Duke  of  Portland 
for  his  Welbeck  Stud  in  England.  There 
he  was  a  complete  success,  siring  an 
English  Derby  winner,  Spearmint,  and 
setting  up  a  bloodline  with  the  St. 
Simon  Cross  which  became  famous  in 
every  country  where  thoroughbreds 
were  raised. 

Jockey  Frank  Bullock  went  to  Eng¬ 
land  after  winning  the  1905  Melbourne 
Cup  on  Blue  Spec,  and  after  riding 
successfully  in  England  returned  to 
land  two  Caulfield  Cups  on  English 
importations,  King  Offa  and  Lucknow, 
1918-19. 

Brownie  Carslake,  son  of  Caulfield 
trainer,  was  one  of  the  first  to  estab¬ 
lish  himself  permanently  as  a  jockey 
on  the  English  turf  around  the  1930s, 
and  won  hundreds  of  races. 

Edgar  Britt  became  permanently 
established  in  England  after  winning 
races  on  Winooka  in  Australia  and 
America,  and  piloting  numerous  win¬ 
ners  in  India. 

Bill  McLachlan  became  an  early 
Australian  permanent  as  an  apprentice. 
He  rode  there  with  his  father,  W.  H. 
McLachlan,  winner  of  three  Melbourne 
Cups,  and  became  lightweight  for  the 
Royal  stable,  frequently  carrying  King 
George  Vi's  colours  to  victory. 

As  an  apprentice  he  landed  the  two 
legs  of  a  double  on  big  betting  races 
for  an  American  millionaire  who  won 
a  million  Sterling  in  pre-post  wagers. 

All  these  racing  feats  go  to  prove 
that  Australia  has  a  successful  past 
on  the  English  turf.  The  current  trend 


is  so  overwhelming  because  England 
has,  at  present,  four  of  Australia’s  best 
jockeys,  George  Moore,  Scobie  Breasley, 
Bill  Williamson  and  Ron  Hutchinson. 
All  are  riding  for  powerful  stables  con¬ 
trolled  by  expert  trainers,  so  it  isn’t 
surprising  that  their  records  have 
developed  into  whirlwind  successes. 

Australia  sent  a  bookmaker  to  Eng¬ 
land  who  was  so  successful  that  he 
became  a  millionaire.  This  was  Joe 
Thompson,  leader  of  the  Victorian  ring 
at  Flemington  who  operated  before  the 
Caulfield  Cup  was  started,  and  the  rich 
double  of  the  day  for  the  pre-post 
gamblers  was  the  Victoria  Derby  and 
Melbourne  Cup. 

Joe,  the  biggest  pre-post  operator  of 
his  day,  ran  a  double  on  these  events,  * 
and  to  the  owner  of  a  three-year-old 
colt  named  Chester  he  laid  a  $20,000 
wager  on  the  two  events.  Chester  won 
and  Joe  Thompson,  with  an  eye  to 
publicity,  insisted  on  paying  out  the 
huge  win  in  front  of  the  Bank  of  N.S.W. 
in  Collins  Street,  Melbourne.  A  crowd 
of  10,000,  the  equivalent  of  the  bet, 
milled  round  to  catch  a  glimpse  of 
more  money  than  they  had  ever  seen 
before. 

Mr.  Thompson  was  a  complete 
success  when  he  left  soon  afterwards 
for  England's  racecourses.  It  has 
always  been  said  that  the  English 
racing  sharpies  were  the  world's 
keenest,  but  these  Joe  did  not  take 
on.  He  bet  with  the  lords  and  million¬ 
aires  who  possessed  more  money  but 
less  racecourse  intuition,  and  so  he 
made  his  millions. 

It  is  a  curious  coincidence  that  when 
Dick  Wootton  sent  his  sons  Frank  and 
Stanley,  lads  of  15  and  16  years,  for 
their  first  trip  home  to  Sydney  to  see 
their  relatives,  he  put  them  in  charge 
of  Joe  Thompson,  a  fellow  traveller  on 
the  ship,  which  showed  that  Dick  was 
"with  the  strength”  in  England.

compete,  thus  giving  Paul  Blake 
a  swim. 

Norm  Rogers  was  also  a  finalist 
but  he  had  a  rough  passage  and 
was  beaten  by  two  feet  by  Paul. 

It  was  good  to  see  Alf  Collins, 
donor  of  the  championship 
trophies  for  many  years  past,  act¬ 
ing  again  as  a  judge  together  with 
Leigh  Bowes  and  Jim  Comans, 
whilst  Sam  Block  was  to  be  con- 
.  gratulated  upon  his  good  starts. 

Frank  Faison,  Arthur  McCamley, 
Sam  Block  and  Jack  Dexter  acted 
as  time-keepers. 

The  “Native  Son”  trophy  for 
most  points  scored  in  a  season 
and  presented  by  Bill  Kirwan,  was 
won  by  John  Cunningham  who 
had  been  in  the  box  seat  for 
months  past  with  172£  points, 
but  the  battle  for  the  minor 
positions  was  a  dour  one. 

With  the  last  handicap  event 
coming  up  Terry  Forrest  had 
headed  David  Cohen  by  a  point, 
but  in  the  decider  Terry  only 
gained  second  place  in  his  heat 
while  David  won  his  heat  and  was 
second  in  the  final,  thus  totalling 
168  points  for  the  second  place  in 
the  season’s  contest  to  Terry 
Forrest's  tally  of  166  in  third 
place.

former  was  from  a  handicap  start 
in  which  a  swimmer  is  as  long  as 
his  toes  are  in  contact  with  the 
starting  platform  when  his  number 
is  called. 

So  ends  another  most  success¬ 
ful  swimming  season  for  Tatter- 
sail’s  Club,  and  we  look  forward 
to  the  start  of  the  1967/68 
season  early  in  October. 

The  popularity  of  the  Third 
Floor  activities  continues  to  grow. 
Officials  are  to  be  complimented 
upon  the  manner  in  which  they 
conducted  the  events  allowing  the 
competitors  to  have  lunch  and  get 
back  to  their  jobs  by  two  o’clock 
after  a  1.15  p.m.  race  start.

In  case  you  missed  the  morning  press  report  on  6/7/67,  we  give  particulars  of  this  remarkable  achievement 


by  Eddie  Charlton. 

Eddie  Charlton  (Australian  Profes¬ 
sional  Snooker  Champion)  on  tour  of 
the  Northern  Rivers  with  Ken  Donag- 
hue,  for  the  Royal  N.S.W.  Institute  for 
Deaf  &  Blind  Children,  arrived  in 
Kempsey  on  Wednesday  afternoon  5th 
July  in  time  for  dinner,  before  an 
exhibition  arranged  at  Kempsey- 
Crescent  Head  Country  Club. 

With  Ken  Donaghue  as  referee  and 
before  some  hundreds  of  spectators, 
he  arranged  to  play  two  local  players 
each  one  frame  of  snooker. 

Against  his  first  opponent,  he  broke 
the  red  balls  using  the  side  and  top 
cushion,  potting  a  red  in  the  process 
and  carried  on  to  clear  the  table  with 
a  135  break. 

Against  his  second  opponent,  he 
used  the  same  break,  which  also  potted 
a  red  and  continued  until  he  had 
cleared  the  table  again  for  a  break  of 
137  —  a  total  of  272  —  without  either 
opponent  lifting  a  cue!  Surely  this  must 
be  a  world  record?
